Laws for the Collection of Debts in Cal- 
ifornia. 

The following summary of (he slatiite.s o 
^"aliforiiiu relating to the collection of tlobts 
in lliat Slate, may prove of interest to both 
the mercantile and general reader: 

The Dislriot Coiirl.s have jurisdiction on all 
aami over S200. 

Proceedings by attachment are allowed ; 

i'irst. — On contracts, express or implied 
for direct payment of money, which con- 
tracts are made, or ate payable in this Stale, 
and not secured by moiigage, lien or pledge 
on real or personal properly: or, if so ku- 
cured, that such ."ecurity has lieeti rendered 
DUgatoiy b}' the act of the defendant. 

Second. — In an action npon a contract, ex- 
press or implied, ngnin.st a defendant not re- 
siding in this Slate. The Attachment may 
be issued at the lime the suit is commenced. 

Debts due the di^fendant tnay lie gar- 
nisfeed,and all his property may be attached, 
«i<ept U\H protected by lti« exietiplion 
law's.

Curious Statistics. 

A sorics of articles, on stntisticp, which 
originally appeared in Xhajluarlcrhj J'eview 
have recently been republished. In one 
chapter, entitled "The London Cuminis- 
sariat," tho author shows how Ihiit great 
city is fed. We reprint a few of lii.s niar- 
vellons, but truthful, statoment.s : 

" Take tho article of fish for instance. In 
tho propei: season one hundred tons of licr- 
rings are sent from Yariiumth (!very day In 
London by railroad, making twelve thousand 
ton.s yearly. I'our ihonsaiid tons of macke- 
rel and otiicr (ish are sent annually to Hil- 
liiisgato by railnnul from the .sdutli coast (d' 
Kngland."Tlie .South- Western railway .sends 
up annuidlv four thou.sand ton.s of mackerel 
and other fish, the gnthorings of the !>oiitli 
coast. Tho North-Weatorn colleet.s over 
ni"ht tho "catch" from Ireland, Scotlanil 
and tho northeast coast of Mnglaiid, three 
thou.sand live hundred and .seventy-eight 
tons, principally of .salmon ; while the Grer.t 
Northern delivers three thou.sand two hun- 
dred and .seventy-eight tons of like sea pro- 
duce. The Great Western takes up the har- 
vest of Cornish and Devonshire coasts, 
chielly maekcrel and pilchards, to tho 
amount of one thousaml live huiulred and 
si.'Lty tons a year ; and tho Hrigliton iind 
booth Const railways conv'cy (ii'teeii tlmu- 
eand bushels of oystcr.s, beside;; four thou- 
sand tons of other iisli. Smelts and eels arc 
brought in Dutch boats. Dntoli cols, J)r. 
AVynTcr says, ' constitute much of Iho scjiip 
wliich iieoole, too hungry to he orilieal. mis- 
take for ox-tail or oafvcs' head.' 'I'liirty 
thousand lobsters are received in London 
every night during the season. 

" To provide all the cockney.i with a cut 
at ' a joint," a million and a-!ialf of sheep, 
more t'lian a ipiarler of a niillioii of oxen, 
a'ld calves and pig.s in i)ro|ioi-lion. are .sohl 
in Smilhlield during the year, and .slaught- 
ered in London.and about thirty-eiglit thous- 
auil tons nf country killed meat are biougjil 
up in addition, by railroad, to the metropnii-! 
Toe (|ua,iUlies of game and wild l>irds 
which lliere (iml a market ar.' ciinally snr- 
pri-sin;;. After a few .successful liaimcs in 
'.he iritihlands, il is not at all unusual for 
one London linn to' receive five- thousand 
head of ::nme. and as many as twenty 
thon.'^aiid to thirty thousand laiks are often 
.sent up the inarkel lo-elher. O^Ieiid sends 
annually si.v hundreil thousand rabbit?. 
Ireland sends large, .flocks of plovers, and 
quails are brought frorh Egypt and the South 
of Europe. 

Some .seventeen thousand quails on one 
occasion de.scentied ujioo London via Liv- 
eriioid, whether they had beUn brought fmm 
thK RMinau Campagna. Of the two million 
fowls ihi* evcTV year llaiik the boiled tongues 
on the tables at residents of London, by far 
the irreater number are drawn from the 
coimlies of .'^urrey and ."^ussex. Irolanil 
al.si) .sends niucli ])(Uilny. .\o less than 
fourteen hundred toii^ of chh-kens. geese 
and ducks are taken to London annually by 
the Croat Western railway. 

'■ In washing these edibles down iheir 
throats the I.un.loiiers roiisunie. in addition 
to wine, nearly a thou.sand million liimhlers 
of ale and porter. How much water is used 
for 1 he like purpose Dr. Wynler does not iii- 
foim us."
